Fight in Wolfe County. — T he Mt. Sterling 
Whig of the 16th contains the details of tho late 
skirmish io Wolfe county. Learning that a com- 
pany of twenty or more secessionists frcm the 
bluegraas regions weie making their wa> to Mar- 
shall’s camp, eighteen Home Guards, under Capt. 
W. L. Hunt, made pursuit of and overtook them 
on one cf the forks of Red River, where tiny 
attacked them, killing two or three and woundirg 
another — a resident of Montgomery county — cap- 
turing a number cf their guns aid all their 
horses. Capt. Hurst was slightly wounded in the 
head by a pistol ball in the affray. The seces- 
sionists m&do their escape. Os their way back 
the Home Guards were surrounded by the party 
of forty-two rebel cavalry, under Capt Marshall, 
which mule the foray into Mount Sterling, 
and with one exception were all taken prisoners. 
This man on giving up his gun precipitated him- 
self over the cliff, whore the ambush was made, 
and escaped with a slight flesh wound, received 
fiom the lire of the enemy when he rolled down 
the hill. Two more of the home guari9 were 
afterwards released on Meadow Fork of Licking. 
There is a well authenticated rumor that both 
parties of rebels are captured by Col. Craner’s 
cavalry, which was sent in pursuit upon hearing 
of the capture of th« Union treops. The Whig 
is prone to believe this, as the courier that start- 
ed passed tho forks of the State road, where the 
rebels turn off to go to Marshall s camp, seven 
hours in advance cf them, and he had only to 
ride thirty miles to reach the Union headquarters. 



Death of Robert E. Scott. — W e are pained 
to learn from the Washington correspondence of 
the New York Times that the Hon. Robert E 
Scott, of Fauquier county, Va , wa3 killed last 
Saturday at Frank Smith’s, near Greenwich’s, 
Fauquier county. A couple of Geary's or Block 
er’s inen, supposed to be desertere, having com- 
mitted many depredations through the country, 
among other things violating a woman, Robert E. 
Scott, with Winter Paine and others, some ten or 
twelve, mi da an attempt to capture them at 
Smith's. On approaching the house Mr. Scott 
and his overser, Delaoy, were shot dead by the 
deserter?; the others ran, and Scott’s double bar- 
rel gnu wa9 aftetward broken over bim by the 
villains. The remains of the murdered men were 
brought to Warren ton on Saturday. The desert 
ers etcapod. One account states that Mr. Scott 
went to the United States Provost Marshal at 
Warrenton to have a detail of foldiora to arrest 
the marauders, and that these soldiers aro thu 
persona who were accompanying Mr. 8cott to 
their place of rendezvous when he was shot. Thi9 
event gives the deepest pain to the Administra- 
tion, as Mr. Scott was one of the noblest of Vir 
ginia’s sons, and was seeking the return of his 
State to the Union, and it will be remembered 
that Mr. Lincoln tendered to him a place in his 
cabinet beforo bis inauguration. 

A Condensed Air Locomotivf. — A corres- 
pondent writing from St. Petersburg says, that, 
on the 16th ult., a new kind of locomotive was 
tried, with perfect success, on the Nicholai line. 
The motive power was condensed air, and the 
trial trip was made to ascertain the adaptability 
of the engine in working the line. The inventor 
is named Baronowski, and the machine consists 
of a framework, with a reservoir for condensed 
air, and a number of tubes running above and be- 
low it. The trial trip was made with a carriage 
filled with passengers, and gave a very satisfac- 
tory result as regards speed, for the carriage was 
drawn at about twenty-four English miles an 
hour, and the inventor assorts that a greater 
speed can be attained, as his engiae was built ftr 
a screw 9teara9bip, and much power was lost by 
the intervention of cog-wheels, which would not 
be necessary in a properly constructed engine. 

The preliminary measures are now being 
taken by the Senate to resolve itself into a “High 
Court of Impeachment” to try the case of Wo3t 
EL Humphreys, U. S. Judge of the Eastern Dis- 
trict of Tennessee. Tho last Grand Inquest of 
the nation was summoned to impeach Jatnos II. 
Pock, and that was held just thirty- two years 
ago this month, i. e., in 1830. At that time the 
principal manager on the part of the House was 
James Buchanan, and among those who served 
with him as manager wa9 Mr. Wickliffe, now 
a Representative from Kentucky. The proceed- 
ings which usually attend these high courts of 
impeachment are quite imposing, and the case 
soon to be brought will not be behind any of its 
predecessors — of which there have only been four 
since the foundation of the Government.

Late from Texas. — L ite advices from Texas 
state that there is a strong and growing Union 
sentiment in that State, particularly in the western 
portion, and, since the death of McCullough, the 
Texans are becoming clamorous for peace on al- 
most any terms. Gen. Houston, it is said, is not 
a secessionist, but prudence compels him to k*»ep 
quiet. All that the Union men want is the pres- 
ence of a Federal force, when they will openly 
avow their sentiments. If the war continues 
until the first of July, starvation will force Texas 
to succumb to the old Government. A recruiting 
officer for the Confederates lately made a speech 
to Northwestern Texans, and frankly told his au- 
dience that he believed the Federals would take 
New Orleans and Memphis, and that they had the 
best armed, equipped, and disciplined army in the 
world. 

Change in t*e Prices of Cincinnati News- 
papers. — I n consequence of the increased ex- 
pense in the publication and distribution of their 
issue — an advance in the price of paper, and 
the impending Government tax upon paper, 
ink, gas, and other articles of necessity, and a 
charge of fifty cents per thousand by express 
companies for their distribution upon the lines of 
railway — the proprietors cf the Enquirer, tho 
Gazette, and the Commercial at Cincinnati have 
determined to advance the prices of their respec- 
tive journals, on and afeer the present date, one 
cent per week to each daily subscriber. 

Tennessee State Central Committee.— T ho 
President of the late Union meeting held in Nash- 
ville— Ex-Governor Wm. B. Cauipb ill — it the 
instance of a number of prominent gentleman 
then present, has spp noted a State Central Union 
Committee, with whom the friends cf the Union 
in various pirts of tho Stato may put. themselves 
in communication by letter or otherwise.

Kansas, whose depredations have kept that State 
in continual aUrm for f.ur months past, came to 
his end on Sunday, the 10Lh. He was at 0*sa- 
wattomie, in Southern Kansas, for the purpose of 
raising rtcrui s. Col. Jadson, of the Sixth Kan- 
sas regiment, healing cf his presence there, 9 «r.l 
a guard of ton men neder Sergeant Morris to taks 
him. After soma deputing, the Jayhawker sur- 
rendered; but while being taken to camp endeav- 
ored to escape by crossing the Pottawatomie; but 
the guard fired, shootsng him through the heart. 

Sword and Flag Retaken.— T he frionds of 
Major GrosveDor, of the Eighteenth Ohio Vo’un 
teers, sent him a very fine sword rocently by the 
hands of Adjutant J. C. Neil, of the same Regi- 
ment. The Nashville Union says it was captured 
at Pulaski recently by Morgan’9 gang, and wa 
recaptured by Lieutonant-Colonel Parkhurat, of 
the Ninth Michigan, Under General Dumont, 
from Colonel Wood at the Hte Lebanon skirmish. 
General Daraont also retook an elegant staff flag, 
captured from our troops some time before. 



Iron Ships. — T he completion of the new iron- 
plated frigate suggests to the Philadelphia Prtss 
the publication of a few notes ou iron ships iD 
general. The first experiments in iron chip 
building were made by Wm. Fairbairn, of Man- 
chester, England, in the year 1831. He con- 
structed three small iron steamers for the route 
between Liverpool and Glasgow, which showed 
such favorable results that he was induced to 6n 
ter largely in the business. In the four years 
succeeding, he placed an iron steamer on the Lake 
of Zurich, and two of 170 tons on the river Hum- 
ber. Becoming a partner with the Mtssrs. 
Birkonhead, cf Liverpool, he has since that lime 
built more than one hundred first class iron ships. 
In France and the United States hut few iron 
vessels have been built, bars of iron being em- 
ployed to great advantage for a diagonal framing, 
covering the inner surface of tho timbers with a 
complete net work; horizontal atriDgsrs of iren 
are also fas'oned to the sides at intervals from 
the deck to the kelson. Ships conatructe ! wholly 
of iron are lighter than those of wood, and con- 
sequently carry larger freights. Iron ahipj are 
built upou a frame of ribs and longitudinal pieces 
upon which the outer plates are secured by bolts 
and rivets passing over their overlapping edges 
In 1858, a steamer called the Rainbow, of 170 
Ions, and 135 feet in length, was built with plates 
of steel. She was cor.alructod fur the Niger ex- 
pedition. 

The French frigate, Li Gloire, launched iD 
1850, is 250 feet iu length and 55 feet b jam, and 
carries on her deck 31 51 pounders. Her armor 
is iron plates two feet wide, and fjur and a half 
inchei thick. She has made, under steam, over 
thirteen knots, about the same speed as that of 
the Cunard s'. earners. 

The English iron-plated frigates are much 
larger, being 330 foot long, and baviug engines of 
1,250 horse p^wer. 

The middlo portion of the hull, 205 feet in 
length, is protected by four and a half inch 
plates of iron, backed by two layers of teak tim- 
ber, one of ten inches next the armor, and anoth- 
er within that of eight inches. The plates ex- 
tend nine feet below the load water line. The 
armor of each of these vessels required 900 tons 
of metal, and each ship has costover (-100,000. 
They have now projected two other ships, which 
will require two thousand toa9 of iron for their 
armor. 

The term gunboat was, till within a fjw years 
pist, given to armed schoomrs and brigs of light 
draught, but since the Russian war it is applied 
to small men-of- war armed with a few very heavy 
guns, propelled by steam, and capable of floating 
iu shallow water. The first vessel of the kind 
built for the British navy was in view of service 
a the contemplated attack on Cron9tadt. It was 
a screw-steamer of 100 feet in length on dack and 
22 feet beam, drawing 7 feet of water and manned 
by 40 men. The attention of our Government was 
soon turned to the construction of this clasi of 
vessels, and the Iroquois, launched at Brooklyn 
in 1859, was the first completed of the five or- 
dered to he built by Congress. 

The largest gunboat in the English navy is 
the Intrepid, a vessel 200 feet in length and 11 
feet draught of water. They have now 160 gun- 
boats, completed, of which over 100 are now in 
commission. 

Public attention, both in Europe and America, 
has been concentrated on new models and plans 
for guchcats since the famous fi ght botween the 
Monitor and Merrimac in Hampton R)ads. We 
incline to the belief that plates of iron can never 
be made so strong that they cannot be crushed by 
cannon shot, and that the true armor for vessels 
is simply water; in other words, that Mr. Stevens 
and Mr. Eiicsson have hit the nail on the head by 
sinking their batteries as much as possible in the 
water, leaving nothing exposed to an enemy’s 
fire that can possibly be avoided. 

ifsTlt is announced that the rebel capital has 
boen temporarily removed to Danville, Va. This 
place is on the extreme southern border of Vir- 
ginia, about midway from east to west. The 
railroad from Richmond to Danville run9 in a 
60 othwost direction and is 142 miles long. Tho 
stage route from Danville to Greensboro, to the 
southwest, is 54 miles, and the railroad under con- 
struction will scarcely be less. The distance frcm 
Fort Macon to Greensboro is 225 miles in a north- 
westerly direction— 189 from Newbern. 

<*Tlu Cazenovia, N. Y., recently, a district 
schcol gave an exhibition, embracing a dramatic 
scene in which a deserter was to be shot. The 
act was performed, and the lad who acted the part 
(a son of Rev. L. E. Swan) fell dead upon the 
stage. It was found that in loading the gun a 
brass ferula on the ramrod had slipped from its 
place and remained in the barrel. The aim was 
but too true, and the ferule struck him in the 
side, fracturing two ribs and coming cut through 
the back. 

Robert J. Walker on the Rebellion — 
Hon. Robert J. Walker thinks the result of tho 
lebellion is to be of immense value to the coun- 
try. It will give confidercs at homo and com- 
mand respect from abroad. Mr. Walker is firm 
in the opinion that amnesty to the deluded masses 
and exile to the leaders is the only thiDg that 
will settle the matter after Ihe struggle of armios 

is over. 

The Property -holders of Georgia —A 
dispatch from this city to the Associated Press, 
under date of May 15, informs U9 that a gentle- 
man from Augusta, Georgia, 5tb, says the pro- 
perty owners of that State are adverse to the da- 
struction cf goeds. None have been destroyed 
yet. Nobody favors such destruction but reck- 
less persons without property, whose design will 
be thwarted by the owners of cotton, &c. 

i&T Canada papers publish a despatch from 
the Duke of Newcastle, from which it appears 
that the Imperial Government declines to give 
the direct aid (4)60,000 sterling per annum) 
which was asked by the colonies to complete the 
proposed “ Inter-Colonial Railway,” between the 
Atlantic and the westernmost parts of Canada, 
but offered a guarantee for the interest of the 
whole loan necessary for the work. 

In conversation with a distinguished cler- 
gyman from Albany, who wa9 at General Scott’s 
residence last week, the General said: “I think 

Davis will not be caught. Ha will probably es- 
cape through Texas into Mexico. To the more 
prominent traitors that may be taken, I would 
meto out a system' of judicious but liberal hang- 
ing-” 

A Medal for Ericsson. — T he people cf Swe 
den, with a proper sense of the great services to 
civilization rendered by their distinguished coun- 
tryman, are having a medal struck in his honor, 
iu roferencj to the Monitor aff.ir. By her suc- 
cess he not only rendered incalculable services to 
this country, but destroyed the maritime su- 
premacy of England. 

Two American Marriages in Paris. — T wo 
American marriages have lately taken place at 
the American Legation in Paris. Mr. De Silver, 
of New York, till lately engaged ia trade in 
China, wa9 married to a young French lady, and 
Miss Emma France, daughter of Richard France, 
Esq., of Baltimore, married the young Baron 
von Leutrum Ertringen, of Austria. 

Accident. — O n Siturday, as John P. Noonan, 
the City Treasurer of Covington, Kentucky, was 
ascending a ladder in his store one of the upper- 
most rcuuds gave way, precipitating Mr. Noonan 
to the floor, a distance of ten or twelve fee»t, 
breaking his arm and seriously injuring his shoul- 
der. 

A rebel prisoner named Daniel Webster 
killed a Sergeant named James M. White, of the 
same regiment, Friday night, at Camp Mortor, 
Indianapolis. Webster was banded over to the 
civil authorities, and is now in jail.

The 
boat was under the direction of Dr. Chipley, Su- 
perintendent of the Lunatic Asylum at Lexing- 
ton. He is an unconditional Union man of most 
noble characteristics. He has two sons, one a 
prisoner of war at Fort Warren, aid to Buckner; 
the other in tho rebel Army, wounded at tbo bat- 
tle cf Shiloh. He visited Columbus to see his 
son while here, and refused to use his kfluecco 
to get his son released on parole. Several oth- 
er distinguished physicians from Paris, Lexing- 
ton, and Louisville were on board. Dr. Ray, Dr. 
Barnes, G rifling and Dr. Todd, tho latter a

Mrs. Dr. McClelland, and olhor ladies 
of Louisville. I could not but observe that Ken- 
tuckians talk ju9t as we do about the Union, &c , 
and are bitter in their denunciations of our traitor- 
ous press in tbs North.

In conclusion, lady, allow me to assure vou 
that this flag shall never be trailed in the dust 
while a man of my company has strength enough 
to raise an arm in its defence, and when we re- 
turn again to our homes, om highest prida will bo 
to unfurl it to the breeze, and &how to the world 
how loyal Kentuckians are to their God, thi.tr 
country, and their friends.

Infernal Outrages at Memphis. — M r. John 
McLean Collins, who hai escaped from Memphis, 
writes to the Cincinnati Gazette an account of 
fearful outrages which he saw while there, from 
which we take this extract: 

Oa the 25th of April, 1861, I was arrested upon 
the allegation that I was a correspondent of tho 
Tribune, and thrown into a dark and loathsome 
dungeon, where the accumulated filth of years 
rendered existence for any length cf time impos- 
sible. This arrest the Avalanche was exceeding- 
ly jubilant over, and had their counsels for sum- 
mary execution been acted upon, I would not now 
be writing this letter. While confined in that 
city I was compelled to witness the enormities 
perpetrated in obedience to the behests of tho9e 
who ruled the mob. One hour iuthe morning, from 
6 to 7, was allowed me to stand at tho window-grate 
and at such time9 their whippings and heidshav- 
irgs were indulged. Hero 1 saw. from the 27th 
of April to the G.h of June, eighty-five men 
whipped and their heads shaved, and forty-three 
bung because they refused to take the oath of 
allegiance to the Southern Confederacy. And on 
the 19th of May last, one of the most beautiful 
arid accomplished young ladies this country can 
boast of, was stripped to the waist, thirteen lathes 
laid upon her back, and the right half oi her 
bead shaved, simply becauso she had purchased a 
ticket for Cairo, and was congratulating herself 
that she would soon be in a land of freedom. 
These crimes, which make the bio* d curdle in our 
veins, “and rouse a vengeance blood alone can 
quell,” were regarded as imall matters by the 
Avalanche, altogether too insignificant to be 
noticed. 

OFFICIAL REPORT OF GEN. WOOL. 

The following has been receivod at the War 
Department: 

Fortress Monroe, May 12, 1862. 
lion. Edwin M. Stanton, Secretary of War : 

Oa the 9th of May (Friday afternoon) 1 organ- 
ized a force to march against Norfolk. Oil Sat- 
urday morning, the 10 h of May, the troops wero 
landed under the direction of Captain Crane, at 
Ocean View, and commenced the march towards 
Norfolk, with Generals Mansfield and Weber, 
who proceeded on the direct rente by way of 
Tanner’s Creek bridge, but, finding it on fire, they 
returned to the cross road?, where I formed them, 
and took the direction of the column. I Arrived 
by the old road and captured the intrenchments 
in front of the city at twenty minutes before fivo 
P. M. I immediately proceeded towards Norfolk, 
accompanied by the lion. Secretary Chase, and 
wa9 met by the Mayor and a select committee of the 
Common Council of Norfolk at the limits of the 
city, when they surrendered the city, agroeably 
to the terms sot forth in the resolutions of the 
Common Council presented by the Mayor, Wm. 
W. Lamb, which were accepted by me so far as 
related to the civil rights of its citizens. A copy 
of the resolutions has been already furnished you. 

I immediately took possession ef the city, an 1 ap- 
pointed Brig. Gen. Egbert L.Viele Military Gov- 
ernor of Norfolk, with directions to see that the 
citizens were protected iu all their civil rights. 
Soon after I took possession of Gosport and Ports- 
mouth. The taking of Norfolk caused the de- 
struction of the iron-clad steamer Merrimac, 
which was blown up by the rebels alnut five 
o’clock on the morr.ing of the 11th of May, which 
was soon after communicate! to you und the 
President of the United States. 

On the llth I visited tho navy yard, and found 
all the work shops, store houses, and ether build- 
iugs in ruius, having been set on fire by the 
rebels, who, at the saino time, partially blew up 
the dry dick. I also visited Uraney Island, 
where I found thirty- nine guns of large calibre, 
most of which wore spiked, also a large number 
of shot and shell, wiih about fivo thousand 
pounds of powder, all of which, with the build- 
ings, wore in good order. As far as I have been 
able to ascertain we have taken about two 
hundred caonon, including those at Sewell’s 
Point batteriip, together with a large number of 
shot and shell, as well as many other armies of 
value stationed at the Navy Yard, Craney Island, 
Sewell's Point, and other places.

Despite 
these conflicting opinions we hare every con- 
fidence that Mr. Lincoln will act as promptly 
and firmly in this matter as he did on former

A Warning to the Republican Party 
Professor Joel Parker, a distinguished Repub. 
lican of Massachusetts, and the head of the 
Cambridge Law School, has addressed the fol- 
lowing admonitory letter to the Editor of (he 
Boston Journal: 

To the Editor of the Boston Journal : 

Dear Sir: Will you permit me to say that 
the sooner the Republican party ems itself loose 
from all unconstitutional projects (whether they 
relate to emancipation by proclamation, corquer- 
ing States and holding them as territories, confis- 
cation without trial, or any other men ure not 
warranted by the Constitution) the sooner it will 
begin to provide for its own salvation.

Cambridge, May 6, 1862. 

The admonition of Professor Parker is as 
pertinent a9 it is pithy. Moreover, it implies 
a very shrewd appreciation of the governing 
motive of the Republican party, which un- 
doubtedly is “its own salvation,” rather than 
devotion to the Constitution and the Union or 
to either. Professor Parker, speaking practi- 
cally, has touched tho core of the question. And 
it behooves the Republican leaders to take heed 
of his warning. 

Among the sure consequences of disregard- 
ing it will bo unquestionably tho annihilation 
of the Republican party. We believe indeed 
that this event is sure at any rate, but tho at- 
tempt to carry out any of the projects so pru- 
dently deprecated by Professor Parker will 
put the issue beyond the reach of doubt. Such 
an attempt would infallibly bury the Repub- 
lican party beneath tho execrations of patriots, 
and heap upon its memory contempt moun- 
tain high. Nothing onder heaven is more 
certain than this. 

If the guilty attempt could bo successful, it 
ol course would serve to overthrow the govern- 
ernment permanently; but it could not bo suc- 
cessful. So far as direct practical consequences 
are concerned, the attempt, if made, would be 
an abortion. A law embodying one of these 
“unconstitutional projects” could not be en- 
forced. As a law it would be void both in 
theory and in praclice. It would be a dead 
letter on the statute-book. Iu flagitious vio- 
lation of the Constitution, and opposed to the 
settled and universal sentiment of tho people 
immediately affected, tho law as such would 
be an absolute nullity. 

As au exhibition of sentiment, however, it 
would distract and weaken the loyal men of 
the South, strengthen the rebellion, prolong 
and embitter the war, check the reviving pa- 
triotism of the Southern masses, and render 
victory itself in a measure barren. And as 
the agent of these new and thronging calami- 
ties it would stand forth amidst the insuffera- 
ble evils it was working to impeach and con- 
vict the party that enacted it. On this ar- 
raignment the popular verdict of the North 
would be certainly prompt and overwhelming. 
Without the faintest shadow of doubt tho Re- 
publican party would be annihilated. 

Now, if the Republican leaders in Congress, 
along with their graceless depravity, are mad 
enough to lead their party into the jaws of 
annihilation, let them do it. Lot them enact 
their “unconstitutional projects”, if they have 
the wickedness and temerity. We of the loyal 
slaveholding States will quietly set the arbi- 
trary schemes at naught, stand firmly by the 
Constitution as it is, rally to our side the de- 
livered patriots of the South, and, calling 
triumphantly on tho Northern people to sanc- 
tion our action and to repudiate that of their 
faithless representatives, will convert the 
highest peril and the soreBt trial of the nation 
into its lasting salvation. Like Percy, out 
of the nettle Danger, we will pluck tho flower 
Safety. 

We will not secede, deeming secession a 
remedy for no evil, but an aggravation of the 
worst; wo will not forcibly resist the assumed 
laws, holding forcible resistance unnecessary 
to the defence of our vital rights under the or- 
ganic law. We will simply plant ourselves 
behind tho ramparts of the Constitution, and 
appeal from the heated zealots of a faction to 
the guardians and administrators of that sa- 
cred instrument. Such an appeal so made will 
beyond all question prove irresistible. Its suc- 
cess is as certain as the rising of to-morrow’s 
sun. 

In no event will we submit to the execution 
of such projects; in no event will wo secede on 
account of their adoption. We will neither 
surrender our rights nor forsake them. We 
will maintain our constitutional liberty at all 
hazards, ami, as a necessary step toward that 
end, we will maintain the Union in like man- 
ner. We are for the Constitution as it is and 
the Union ^.AjJfSftt W noting few. We 
speak purely as American patriots. Let abo- 
litionists and secession ists alike take heed. 

Here we plant ourselves. If the Republican 
leaders imagine they can dislodge us by “un- 
constitutional projects" on paper, let them, if 
they will, try the fatal experiment. The na- 
tion, to be sure, will suffer new trials and new 
perils, but, amidst the convulsions of these 
unnecessary evils, one blessing at least will 
blossom forth. The Republican party will 
cease to exist. It will bo swallowed up utter- 
ly and forever. It will be buried in the same 
grave with secession.

yj- To-day one year ago North Carolina 
was tricked into the adoption of an ordinance 
of secession, and before the completion of the 
year that noble old State, which took the lead 
of all her sisters in renouncing allegiance to 
the British crowo, which she did in the Meck- 
lenburg Declaration of May 20th, 1775, has 
seen the great fraud that was practised, aud 
absolves herself from all further alliance or con- 
nection with the rebel government. Governor 
Clark, who, as President of the State Senate, 
succeeded to the executive chair upon the 
death of John W. Ellis has in very plain lan- 
guage announced to Jeff Davis that ho can ex- 
pect no more troops from North Carolina and 
that all now in the rebel service are to be with- 
drawn. He likewise tells the “poor painted 
puppet” that he may use tho railroads of the 
State for his troops to escape to their homes, 
but that they will do so at the risk of capture 
by the Federal forces who now occupy every 
strategic point in the State. We are truly 
gratified at these evidences of returning loyal- 
ty in North Carolina, and they will make the 
task of the Hon. Edward Stanley, who goes 
there as military Governor.a light and agreeable 
one.

In all the infected 
region of the Confederacy the delusion is 
kept up by the most infernal fabrications. A 
New York paper tells us that Parson Brown- 
low’s son in East Tennessee was made to be- 
lieve that President Lincoln was a depraved 
drunkard, that bis Cabinet was at logger- 
heads, and that soldiers could be raised in 
New England and New York only by con- 
scription. A lady who arrived in the great 
commercial metropolis from Charleston the 
other day was utterly astonished to find 
the least sign of commercial activity in 
the city, where she supposed the grass 
was growing in the streets and the poor 
were fed by public charity. AU our victo 
ries are turned into defeats by these falsifiers, 
and all their repulses into masterly strategic 
movements. A Memphis paper, tho other 
day, told its readers that Gen. Halleck, seeing 
the indomitable bravery of the rebel soldiers, 
broko his sword, resigned his command, and 
said such a people could never be conquered 
aud ought not to be subdued.

®-The atrocities of marauding guerilla par- 
ties, who ignore the laws of honorable warfare, 
and levy contributions on friends and foes 
alike, are beginning to attract the attention of 
the press, and should also receive the due con- 
sideration of Congress. As the Confederate 
lawmakers have given their official sanction 
to this kind of warfare, it should be met in a 
spirit of retributive justice. Wo would not 
advise retaliation, but we think the acts of 
rebel vandalism should call down upon them 
all the power of the Government to punish. 
No suggestion has yet been made which seems 
iro likely to put a stop to these ag- 
gressions than that contained in General 
Andrew Johnson’s recent proclamation, and 
his administration of affairs in Tennessee is a 
most happy illustration of the right man in the 
right place. He went there at a time when 
free speech and free thought were crushed be- 
neath the iron rule of military despots and ir- 
responsible vigilance committees; he endeav-

Lot them 
be scourged into decency. " Our Philadelphia 
contemporary, who lives remotes from scenes 
of anarchy and dangers, properly appreciates 
tho Johnsonian mode of dealing with these 
lawless men, and its intimation that the same 
treatment in other localities than Tennessee 
will have a like beneficial effect, deserves the 
consideration of those who are charged with 
the military defence of Kentucky. Tho most 
stringent measures must be adopted to punish 
treason, before we can expect to escape ma- 
rauding, robbery, or insolent threats against 
the government. When it is ascertained be 
yond all doubt that loyal men will be protect, 
cd from loss, or compensated if they suffer 
from raids, and when those who furnish Mor. 
gan’s gang or Champ Ferguson’s cutthroats 
with means or information are conscious that 
they or their aiders and abettors will hosevorcly 
punished, we shall have no moro of guerilla 
bands or of warnings to Union men that their 
loyalty is distasteful to the rebel leaders.

The Seventeenth Kentucky Regiment. 
This noble regiment, as originally organ zed un- 
der Col. John H. McHenry, in Ohio county, was 
made a part of Gon. T. L. Crittenden's division, 
and looked sharp after the secession forces sent 
forward from Bawling Green to invade that and 
adjoining counties, and whipped the secesh at 
Woodbury and in other spirited skirmishes. Af- 
tbe division had rendezvoused at Calhoun and re 
maioed in camp some time, the Seventeenth and 
Col. Shackelfjrd’s Twenty- fifth were detached 
and hurried forward by ftteamboat to Fort Donel- 
son, where, as part of Lew. Wallace’s division, it 
bravely participated in the protracted bittle and 
capture of the enemy, fought Buihrod Johnson’s 
brigade, including tho rebel Kentuckians, and re- 
ceived their surrender. At tbe bloody battlo cf 
Pittsburg Landing it fonght all day Sunday in 
Hurlbut’a division, bad nearly all its forco put 
hors du combat, remained under arms all night in 
a rain storm, and ag^in bore its Phare on Monday. 
After Gon. Halleck’s arrival, the regiment was 
transferred to Gen. Buell’s corps (Nelson’s divis- 
ion), its gallant yonng Colonel receiving at part- 
ing the following compliment from its late division 
commander: 

[official ] 

Headquarters Fourth Division,) 
April 18 lb, 1862. f 
Colonel John If. McHenry, Jr. : 

I cannot part with my late Third Brigade with- 
out some expression of gcoi feeling. I have had 
none but the most pleasant intercourse with tho 
officers, and nothing but the most ready' obedienco 
from tho men. 

Your gallantry and good conduct I have effi 
daily l ticed, and I give up the Brigado with 
unmingled regret, with tbe fall assurance that 
you will keep your woll-won reputation. I do 
not think you can add to it. 

Your friend and servant, 

S. A. HURLBUT, 

Brigadier- General com’dg Fourth Division. 
Previous to this transfer the Twenty-fifth was 
consolidated with the Seventeenth, all the field 
officers cf tbe former resigning. By this arrange- 
ment the Seventeenth was raised to over 800 men, 
butruffered so severely from the effects (f bard 
service and exposure that 427 men were reported 
on the sick list on the 231 ult. Many became 
convalescent when the regiment was moved far- 
ther away from the river toward tho front of the 
lines. The Telegraph No 3, tho Kentucky Sani- 
tary boat % took away nearly one hundred cf tho 
worst cases to the Louisville hospitals. 

Colonel McHenry himself was very sick on 
boa id of the steamer, but declared that a battle 
was imminent and that he would stay and partici- 
pate in it, no matter what the c mstquonces. He 
hid biai36lf removed therefore to a stationary 
hospital boat, and the Telegraph, wit h her freight 
of gallant though suffering soldiers, sped away 
down tho river. Some of the Generals here talked 
of demanding of theG ivernment a Brigade com- 
mission for Col. McHenry, but as such appoint- 
ments have been conferred so indiscriminately 
upon political favorites and upon officer?, who, 
though not having been in battle, have had tbe 
brass to intrigue for acd got them, the Colonel 
thinks there is no honor to be derived from such 
an appointment, and has not encouraged the idea. 

Lient. Colonel Stout has leave for six weeks 
and will soon be in Kentucky. Since the bittle 
the regiment has lost the following officers: Capt. 
Hudsor, drowned by falling overboard from a 
boat in the Tennessee river; Rev. Georgo W. 
Kingoling, chaplain, died at Graves’ Ferry, in 
Ohio county, of disease contracted in camp. He 
fought gallantly at Fort Donelson. Lieut. Dean 
died at Owensboro, while on sick leave. Adj 
Edward L. Starling has resigned, together with 
one or two L’eutenants. Major Isaac Calhoun is 
sick in camp but is recovering. 

Mail Contracts. — Week before last we made 
somo comments upon the inconveniences experi- 
enced in many parts of our State from the want 
of mails between the present time and the com- 
mencement of the new contracts on tho first of 
July. We have a circular from the Post Office 
Department, which will correct all erroneous im- 
prossions upon the sal ject. We advised accepted 
bidders for service to go into effect at the com- 
mencement of the new contract term, to enter 
upon tbs conveyance of the mails at once in such 
portions of the State where the servico has 
been suspended on account of the rebellion 
and to dfpsnd upon the liberality of tho 
Government for thoir remuneration. The 
current contract tirao for mail service in Ken- 
tucky will expire on the 30th of June prox., and 
thero are contracts now filed in the Department 
for the service up to that date, although it is true 
that upon many of the routes tbe mails are not 
conveyed in consequence of the disturbed condi- 
tion cf the country. The Post Office Department, 
desircu3 to seizo the earliest opportunity to re- 
store mail facilities upon them, has bad for 
some lime its agents in the field with au- 
thority to investigate all such cases, and, 
where the mails could bo conveyed with due re- 
gard to safety, to have it done according to the 
terras of the present contracts. The Depart- 
ment has always held itself ready to act promptly 
upon these matters of restoration whenever special 
cases wero presented or brought to its notico, 
and has no doubt that every proper effort will be 
made by its agents to restore mail facilities as 
rapidly as the condition of the country and the 
state of public feeling would appear to justify. It 
would seem, therefore, that any interference by 
the accepted bidders for the new servico would 
only conflict with and retard the Department and 
its agents in their efforts to arrange for the con- 
veyance of the mails np to the last cf next June. 

Clearances for Nk.w Orlk.ans.— The Presi 
dent’s proclamation declares that tbe blockade of 
Beaufort, Port Royal, and New Orleanp, shall 
cease and determine” witn regard to fore g n and 
domestic commerce, under certain restrictions, 
from and after the 1st of Jan e next.” Secreta- 
ry Chase, in his order accompanying the procla- 
mation, does not say whether any clearances will 
be granted by him before that date, or not. In 
the absence of any definite statement on that sub- 
let, many shippers are under the impression that 
clearances will be given in time to allow of the 
arrival of merchandise in New Orleans before the 
1st of June or soon after it. They say that this 
course ought to be adopted out cf compassion for 
the supposed loyal residents of that city, who 
must be, by tbi) time, rather short of tho neces- 
sity and luxuries of life. It would also be a 
great accommodation to tho shippers and mer- 
chants of the North who are impatiently longing 
for the opportunity to revive a profitable trade 
with the South. Such are the arguments that 
have been laid before the Sec ret ary of the Treasu- 
ry by parties desiring to obtain clearances, but he 
has not yet decided to grant any. It is believed 
at the custom -house that no clearances will be 
given from any domestic port for New Orleans, 
Beaufort, and Port Royal, until the 1st of June, 
as a matter ( f courtesy to foreign commerce. The 
news of tbe modification of the blockade will have 
reached Europe several days before the 1st of 
June; and foreign sbippjr?, by hurrying, will 
have a chance to start almost even with their 
American rivals. Perhaps this is the true “ex. 
p’.anation” of tbe case. 

Death of John E. Durivage — The Lowell 
(Mass.) News learns from a private letter re- 
ceived in that city from a member of Gen. But- 
ler’s division, dated April 30, that Capt. John E. 
Durivage, of the third cavalry company in that 
division, fall overboard when about ten miles 
above Forts Jackson and St. Phillip, at the mouth 
of tbe Passes, and before assistance reached him 
he was drowned. He was with his company on 
board a transport, in tow of a steamer, going up 
to New Orleans. Captain Durivage was for a 
long time connected with the press in Boston, 
New York, and other parts of the country, and 
I joined the army at tho West. He was a nephew 
of Edward Everett.

GEN. DUMONT AT THE LEBANON FIGHT. 

Nashvile, May 16. 

Your correapondent ‘ Kirkwood,” in his com- 
munication from Lebanon, giving an account of 
the recent battle at that place, published in your 
paper of the ll»h inst., commits several errors, 
which, in justice to tb* party *«..»*• m . pr^rent- 
• d » lt W( >uld be well euougb to comet. He states 
that Brigadier -General Dumont dashed into the 
fquare in his buggy, and was soon surrounded 
and taken prisoner for a short time, and that he 
was soon recaptured, and showed the greatest gal- 
lantry in the midst of danger. Tho latter part of 
bis statement is correct, as all who were present 
will testify. But Brigadier-Genoral Dumont did 
not ride into the stroets of Lebanon in a buggy, 
□either was he at any time captured, recaptured, 
or arrested. The facts are the?e: The General 
had been in his saddle all Saturday night and all 
Jay Sunday, and when he arrived at Murfreesbo- 
ro was naturally much fatigued. At Murfrees- 
boro a very re^pec'ablo and wealthy planter, by 
the rame of Pence, a resident of that place, 
kindly procured for the General a horse and bug- 
gy, and himself accompanied the 'General in 
the buggy to within four miles of ths 
town of Lebanon, at which point General 
Dumont halted hia forces unlil 4 o’clock A. M., 
when ho again mounted his horse, rode in to the 
town of Lebannoo and achieved his brilliant vic- 
tory. Mr. Pence and General Djmont’s colored 
servant rode into the town in the buggy and 
were surrounded and tired upon, some fifty shots 
passing through the top of the buggy. 

Your correspondent commits another error as 
to the number of troops under General Dumont’s 
command. He had not at any one time over six 
hundred men. This, like the other error, was 
certainly unintentional on the part of “Kirk- 
wool,” and its commission readily ac:onstod for. 
(le names several cavalry regiments as having 
been in the engagement, and no doubt was under 
the impression that they were entire r«giments, 
which, is so, would have made his estimate correct, 
wfiereas there were only a email detachments 
from the regiments mentioned in bis letter. Theso 
aro the facts, and so good and brave an ( flic or as 
Brigadier General Dumont should not, even un- 
intentionally, be misrepresented.

The following proclamation was issued by the 
President to-dsy: 

Whereas, The public prints publish wbat 
purports to bs a proclamation of Major Urneral 
Hunter, and whereas, the same is producing some 
excitement and misunderstanding, therefore I 
Abraham Lincoln, President of the United 
States, proclaim and declare that the Govern- 
ment of the United States had no knowledge or 
belief of an intention on the part of General 
Hunter to issue such a proclamation, nor has it 
yet any authentic information that the documont 
|| genuine, and farther, that neither General 
inter nor any other commander or person 
has ba* n authorized by the Government of 
the United States to make proclamation 
declaring the tlave3 cf any Stale free, and that 
l ho supposed proclamation now in question, wheth- 
tr genuine or false, is altogether void eo far as 
ref peels such declaration. I further make known 
that, whether it to compotent for me as Com- 
mander in-Cbief of the army and navy, to declare 
the tUvea of any sun* oi omej ru tj, dim wnetn- 
er at any time or in any ca^eit shall have become 
a necessity indispenrible to the maintenance of 
the Government to exercise such supposed power, 
are questions which, under my responsibility, 1 
reserve to myself, and which I cannot fuel justi- 
fied in leaving to the decision of commanders in 
the fiftli. These are totally different queitiois 
from those cf police reguiatiors in armies and in 
camps. On the 6th day of March last, by a spe- 
c al message, I recommend to Congress tbe 
adoption of a j >int resolution, to be substantially 
as follows ; 

‘ 'Resolved, That tho United States ought to 
co-operate with any State which may adopt a 
gradual abolishment of slavery, giving to uuch 
S' ate, in its discretion, t ) compensate for tbe in- 
convenience, public and private, produced by 
such change of system. ” 

The resolution, in the language above quo- 
ted, was adapted by a large maj ni y in both 
branches of Congress, and now staads an authen- 
tic, detini e, and solemn prop >sil of the nation to 
the States and pe< pie most interested in tho eub- 
jset matter. To tne people of those S’ates, now, 

I earn a stly appeal — I do not argue — I beseech you 
to make the arguments for yourselves. You can- 
no'. if you would, bi b’ind to tbe signs of the 
times. I bag of you a calm and on Urged consid- 
eration of them. Ranging, it may bs, far 
above peifffinl and party politics, this pro- 
posal makes common cause for a common object, 
casting no reproaches upon aDy. It acts not the 
Pharisee. The change it contemplates would 
come gently as tho dews of heaven, not rending 
or wrecking anything. Will you not embrace ii? 
So much good has not been done by any one effort 
in all past time as, in the providence of God, it is 
now your high privilege to do. May the vast fu- 
ture not havo to lament that you havo neglect- 
ed it. 

In witness whereof, I have hereunto Eet my hand 
and caused the seal of the United Stalos to b) an- 
nexed. 

Done at Ihe City of Washington, this 191 h 
day of May, in the year of our Lord one thousand 
eight hundred and sixty- two, and of the inde- 
pendence of Ihe United Slates the eighlv-ninth 
(Signed) ABRAHAM LINCOLN.

Washington, May 19. 
Nocfficial report has been received from Com- 
modore Goldsborough about the expedition up 
James river. It comprised the steam frigate 
Su-qufhannab, throe gunboats, and tug Zouave, 
the latter mounting one gun They found the 
first rebel battery at Dog’s Point, d sorted. The 
rebel flse was flj ing over the battery at Bording's 
Point, 15 miles above Newport Newe, but on 
landing was found dsserted; atso all the rebel bat- 
teries between there and Jamestown, with gum 
mostly dismounted. 

Near Jamestown they met tbe tquadron under 
Com. Rogers, which bad previously gone up tbe 
river, and loarnel from them the particulars of 
the fight at Fort Darling and the disaster to the 
Nauga’uek. 

Com. Goldsborough ’s expedition was last heard 
from on Friday, and was still going up the river, 
securing most of the ordnance left by the rebels. 

The general evacuation below Fort Darling 
doubtlessly gives Goldsborough a chare* to bring 
up the mortar boats, &c., to act effectively ag linet 
the Fort. 

James river and its banks are now e’eir of reb >1 
soldiers. The Monitor and Galena were the oolv 
vessels able to run by Dcg’a Point and Cor de’s 
Bluff. The remainder of tbo fleet stopped balow. 
Out of twenty- eight shots which struck the 
Galena eighteen penetrated her. N^ne did tbe 
Monitor any damage, all glancing off. Both re- 
turned down tho river on Friday last, 'i he 
Galena is not materially injured. They doubt- 
less followed Golds berough on Saturday up the 
river. 

Suffolk, Va., May 18 
This placo, seventeen mile) from Norfolk by 
rail and twenty-five by road, was occupied by 
Union troop* this morning. No rebel troops were 
found here.

giving themselves up. Geu. Haileck is building 
substantial roads across tbe swamps and miry 
grounds betwoen Pittsburg and Corinth, to facili- 
tate the movement of troops and the heavy seige 
guns with which he iatend) to operate agaia-t the 
enemy’s entrenchments. Our pickets we^ within 
half a mile of Corinth on the front, and within 
speaking distance of those of the enemy. Gen. 
Uilltck it fortifying his position, and as he near 3 
Corinth his works become stronger. It is the 
general optuion of well informed officers that 
Beauregard, from scarcity of provisions, must 
toon abandon his fortifications for an open field, 
fight, or tur ender.

Our hostess unites to exquisite culture and digni- 
ty an unfaiiirg cheerfulness that renders bright 
the home atmosphere, no matter how daik the 
material sky. 

Our host, a high-bred gentleman and classic 
scholar, is a spier did representative of true Ken- 
tucky chivalry aud genial hospitality. Tbe 
divinity of this beautiful home— “sole daughter 
of tbe house” — is as fresh aid blight in her 
maiden beanty as this perfect May morning. Her 
voice is as delicious as tho first bluebird's, and 
when she carols her songs these summer days the 
rosebuds awaken from their long sleep, and flush 
Into life and beanty.

In a recent number of your invaluable paper 
attention ia called to the menacing attitude of the 
domestic rebols in different sect it ns of the State, 
and a suggestion is thrown cut that provision bt> 
made for placing the lcyal men on an eqaal foot- 
ing with the disloyal, especially in those counties 
wherein the atrocious disarming cct of the Pro- 
visional Council tcok effect. The suggestion was 
a good one, and should be urged upon the Military 
Board for action, as a measure of justice to tho 
people. Thus organizations could be formed among 
the citiczensr f the various counties for the deforce 
of their homes again3t the roving, thieving 
bards of rebel cavalry which now infest the 
State, besides in a great measure (hviating the 
danger and difficulty of detaching from the 
army for the purpose of guarding points of minor 
importance In its wake. The country was thrown 
into great commotion and consternation by the 
late unheraldod visit of the notorious Morgan, 
who came and went with impunity, plundering 
and destroying indiscriminately. Doubt and 
dismay were depicted upon the faces of many of 
the Union men when the alarm was given, more 
especially among the uninitiated, with whom he 
is reputed and bjlieved to be a man of “mon- 
strous birth, ” and the mention of his name 
“chills like the muttering of a charm.’' And well 
may the coming of this “polite freebooter, this 
reputed Claude Duval, with his bindit followers, 
be a source of dread to those who have aught to 
lo?e or fear from the promptings of their malice;

exploit. In the face of such demoL'S* rat ions wo 
recur to tho above-mentioned suggestion by way 
of premonition. But the Colonel commanding in 
this region was not so full of long suffering and 
tender mercy, so some of the afore-mentioned in- 
dividuals expiated their criminal indiscretion by 
a compulsory pilgrimage to the dungeons of the 
“city of rocks.” There may they muse in the 
vein of the poet until they arrive at the philo- 
sophical conclusion that “Brightest in dungeons, 
Liberty, thou art,” and may they erjoy such lib- 
erty until their steps have 1 eft a trece upon the 
pavement they tread, or until the distinction be- 
tween the bed of thistles they now occupy, and 
tho couch of down upon which they were permit- 
ted to rest, through the leniency of the authori- 
ties he drawn with such vividness of color, and 
the difference become so apparent, they shall be 
contont to leave off their indignities. Aside from 
the occurrences connected with the recent foray 
of that marauding band, daily developments go 
to prove that tbe treasonable spirit which was so 
rife in our midst is even now “ not dead, but 
slerpstb,” and with force sufficient to resurrect 
and bolster, it would revive in the re-enactment 
of the scenes of plunder and misrule which have 
rendered memorable the events of the last win- 
ter. The same state of affairs would be inaugu- 
rated in tbe countrr, as that in which was sanc- 
tioned the enormities of Hindman, and tbe bar- 
barities of hb coadjutors. 

Loyalty would again struggle in the iron grip 
of rebel oppression, and writhe under the galling 
snoer cf rebel contumely.

ingsto show that the fire is still busy tbero. And 
ai a manifestation of their uncontrollable ^ver- 
sion to the Government and those who administer 
it, they never speak of them but to give vent to 
their rancour and spleen in all the levity of point- 
less sarcasm, or asperity of malignant slander, 
and never turn to its sacred emblem but with a 
smile cf cool derision, or a frown of bitter hatred. 
Such is the inveterate cb3tinacy with which they 
are disposed to combat the effort being made to 
reinstate the supremacy of the laws, aod such the 
unmitigated iosolence and auiacity which they 
display in the face of the authority of that go- 
vernment, tbe beneficent powers and protecting 
justice of which, act with a9 much vigor amid 
the reproach and calumny of its tradacers, 
as the grateful acknowledgements of its 
loyal defenders. But if in their natures 1 hare are 
lurking places so deep, and recesses so hidden that 
the seeds of disaffection take such hold as to suc- 
cessfully resist the icflaecca brought to bear, 
through clemency and forbearance, for wooing 
them back to their allegiance, then such rigorous 
measures must be adopted as shall wrest it from 
them even if recourse be had to the tortures of 
the Inquisition.

JOHN MORGAN IN CUMBERLAND COUNTS'. 

Burksville, Ky., May 15ib, 1862. 

Last Monday, the 12th inst., being County 
Court day, quite a number of citizsns from all 
parts of the county were in town, everything was 
quiet, and harmony reigned supreme, as there 
seemed to bs a mutual desire of both parties to 
forget the past and live together as of yore, but 
about two o’clock, without any premonitory 
symptoms whatever, John Morj an, with the rem- 
nant of his men that got away from General Du- 
mont at Lebanon, together with fractions of Bled- 
soe's and McHenry’s independent companies, 
came in upon us with a perfect whiz, filling the 
public square, streets, and alleys before we were 
hardly aware of it. There were seven Federal 
soldiers in town that they took prisoners, five of 
whom they released on parole at Livingston, 
Tennessee ; the other two they retained for somo 
cause, I know not what. They had with them 
Major Helveti, of Col. Wolford’s cavalry. This 
is the second time, I believe, that he has boen 
captured. 

Mcrgan sent for tho cashier of our bank sed 
questioned him respecting tbe amount of money 
on hand, &c , with a view, perhaps, of confiscat- 
ing, bnt finding out that the mother bank did not 
contribute anything to the State to prosecute tho 
war, he declined disturbing it. In the meantime, 
however, his men were busy presiiog horses irre- 
spective of political or natural complexion, so 
they were fat and were well shod. They pressed 
from forty to sixty of the best in the county, 
together with about $200 or $300 worth cf goods 
from H. R. Rjan, one of our principal merchants.

All letters 'peti- 
tioning for extension of furloughs are immedi- 
ately forwarded from here to commaDdints of 
companies, who no doubt will have a good time 
digesting tome of them. 8oldiers wishing fur- 
loughs snould get cartificates from “M. D.'s,” 
who are apparently more intelligent than him 
from whom tbe above emanated. “A word to 
the wise is sufficient.”

North Carolina Repudiates the 
Southern Confederacy! 

Rumors from the Army in Virginia! 

Judge Humphreys Impeached ! 

New York, May 19. 

News from North Carolina states that Gover- 
nor Clark n*9 refused to furnish any more troop9 
to Jeff Davis and his recalled * 11 the North Car- 
olina ?oldier9 now ia the rebel army. North 
Carolina has held a convention of its citizons and 
pronounced against giving further aid to the re- 
bellion, thus virtually returning to ihe Union. 
In reply lo a demand of Jeff Davi9 for additional 
troops and means of transportation for his army 
to and through the Cotton States, Gdv. Clarke 
said Davis has received all the aid from North 
Carolina he could expect, and hereafter no more 
troops would be Dermittcd to leavo tho State, and 
has ordered all North Carolina State troops home. 
Gov. Clarke also informed tha rebels they could 
use tho raiPcad in retreating homeward, and that 
they would ran their own risk of being inter 
copied by Union forces in any part of the State. 

The Tribane has the following: 

We can positively assert that whatever modifi- 
cations may be made in his order, Gan. Hunter 
will not be recalled nor put in a position nece - 
sitting bis resignation. Fort Darling, 
where our gunboats were engaged, is situated 
cn a bluff 200 feet above tbe river, high enough 
to direct a plunging fire upon attacking boat*, 
which could not usa thoir gan9 in responso.
